Letter Addressed by Child.

Mrs. Whitla at once recognized the hand- 
writing on the envelope as that of her son. 
Opening it, she found the following com- 
munication written in a strange hand: 

We have your boy and will return him for 
$10,000, -Will see your advertisement in the 
papers. Insert in Indianapolis News, Cleveland 
Press, Pittsburg Dispatch, Youngstown Vindi- 
cator: “‘ A. K.—WiIll do as requested. J. F. W.“ 
Dead boys are not desirable.’ 

The penmanship and spelling of the note in- 
dicate it had been written by a man of fair 
education. Mr. Whitla decided to comply 
with the conditions of the letter, and sent for 
publication to each of the newspapers speci- 
fied the note it direeted him to insert. 


Fortunes Offered for Recovery. 

Mr. Whitla offers every cent he has in the 
world to recover his child unharmed. Mil- 
lionaire Buhl, with whom the child ap- 
peared often on the streets, also joins his 
fortune to that of his brother-in-law in the 
hope of getting the boy back safe. 

Some weeks ago Mr. Buhl received a 
Black Hand letter threatening harm to 
“gome one dear to him unless he left 
money at a certain place. This letter was 
turned over to the police and nothing more 
thought of it until the nephew and child 
companion of the millionaire was stolen 
today.

Disorder Results in Curtailment of 
Produce Supply. 


PARIS. March 18.—There was no indica- 
tion tonight of a break in the strike of gov- 
ernment postal, telegraph, and telephone em- 
ployés, nor was there prospect of improve- 
ment. The chamber of deputies tomorrow, 
however, may solve the problem. 

The climax of the strike was reached to- 
night, when 5,000 repairers, linemen, and 
mechanics decided to join the strikers. 
These were the last remaining workmen em- 
ployed by the post administration. The men 
employed on the pneumatic tubes joined the 
movement this afterooon, and 30,000 postal 
apprentices indorsed the strike. 

A few days more and Paris will be reduced 
almost to a state of siege so far as food sup- 
plies are concerned. The funds necessary 
for the smooth running of the provincial 
trade are hung up in the postoffices, and the 
supply of eggs, milk, butter, meat, and 
country produce threatens speedily to cease. 

Already numerous merchants have been 
obliged to send out agents to the provinces 
with ready cash to obtain supplies. The 
banks are withholding payment on checks in 
the absence of advices from their correspond- 
ents, and prices at the stores are soaring. 


Public Service Paralyzed. 

With the failure of the carriers to deliver 
letters in Paris this morning the chaos re- 
‘sulting from the extraordinary strike was 
complete. The entire public service is par- 
alyzed, and business, both public and pri- 
vate, is in a condition ot terrible confusion. 
The undelivered letters number into the mil- 
lions. and not less than 300,000 telegramé are 
awaiting distribution. Foreign incoming 
mails remain unsorted. 

The government’s attempts to restore the 
operations of the various branches of its 
service thus far have been unavailing. The 
few hundred military telegraphers brought 
into Paris are practically helpless and use- 
less, as they are hot familiar with the re- 
cently installed Baudot instruments, and 
foreign telegrams are being sent to the front- 
fer for retransmission. Even the sale of 
postage stamps has been discontinued. 


Government in Dire Straits. 

The government has managed to keep sev- 
eral wires open with London and Berlin for 
the purpose of conducting important dipio- 
matic negotiations now in progress. The te}- 
ephone wires that were working last night 
are today out of commission. 

Although the cabinet authorized the dis- 
missal of employés from the state service 
and reaffirmed its determination not to yield, 
it is also announced that many merchants 
have offered to lend their employés to the 
public service. 75 

The masses celebrated Mi-Careme today, 
the usual pleasure loving crowds assem- 
bling in the boulevards to witness the gro- 
tesque procession. 

In order to prove their patriotism the 
strikers have detailed two expert operators 
to transmit the cipher dispatches which the 
government is exchanging with the powers 
in connection with the Balkan crisis. 


One Rumor Is Discredited.

Pennsylvanian Will Jump, Ran, or 
Swim to Prove Theory. 


Philadelphia, Fa. March 18 — [Special. 
Muscular Christianity has an earnest disciple 
in the Rev. L. W. Munhall, D. D., a Method- 
ist evangelist of Germantown. 


At the Pentecostal services of the Pha- 


delphia Methodist conference this afternoon 
Dr. Munhall, who is 64 years old, issued a 
sweeping challenge to all drinking men to 
meet him in ten athletic contests. The 


evangelist made this defi to prove his con- | 


tention that a man who indulges in stimu- 
lants is not the physical equal of one who 
abstains from them. . 


Inspired by Whisky Postcard. 

He was inspired to issue the challenge by a 
postal card he received which he thinks was 
sent to him by the State Liquor Dealers’ 
association. On the reverse side of the card 
is a muscular arm gripping a sledge ham- 
mer, below which is the inscription: 

“We stand for strength and vigor against 
prohibition. We stand for drinking in mod- 
eration.”’ 

Commenting on this, Dr. Munhall seid:

What His Retirement Would Mean. 
New York, March 16.—[Special.]}—Mr. Har- 
riman’s denial that he contemplated retire- 
ment came so close in the train of the report 
that he was to quit that no great commotion 
resulted in Wall street or railroad circles. 
The rumors, however, formed basis for 
speculation on the effect that his retirement 
(certain some day) would have on business. 
Mr. Harriman carries in his vest pocket the 
fate of seventeen railroad systems, covering 
48,000 miles—or twice the circumference of 
the earth—with stocks and bonds the out- 


actually worth several hundred millions in 
excess of that sum. 

The significance of three and a third billions 
of property is difficult of comprehension. 
Some idea of its magnitude can be had from 
this: The total amount of money in circu- 
lation in the United States—bank notes, 
treasury notes. gold, silver, and fractional’ 
coing—is $3,045,457,289. In other words, the 
railroad properties controlled by him are 
worth several hundred millions more than 
every actual dollar in existence in the United 
States. 

Seeks an Easier Life. 

That Mr. Harriman wishes to quit in order 
to get some pleasure out of the balance of 
his life, is the opinion of those who know 
him. But whether he can quit is another 
matter. When he was a witness before the 
interstate commerce commission in 1906, he 
openly declared he intended to retire when 
he got to be 60 years old. He was 61 the 25th 
of last month, and is more irrevocably tan- 
gled in huge enterprises than he was three 
years ago.

Faced Disaster for Principle. 

Sénator Root was the next speaker. He 
laid particular stress upon the personal 
character of Grover Cleveland as a man. 

“Cleveland was a man of convictions,” he 
said. not extemporized for a moment or 
for a purpose, but deep rooted and spring- 
ing from his heart. His convictions once 
settled, he was immovable in them. He be- 
lleved that the silver purchase act was ruin- 
ous to the country and he forced its repeal.

He risked and lost re#lection by the tariff 
message which he raised against the 
warning of those politicians whose touch on 
the public pulse was surest. We may differ 
from him as to his views on the doctrine of 
protection, but it is impossible not to find 
inspiration in the example of a man who 
would not wait for a safe reélection to do 
what he believed was right. 

“He stood always against all sham and 
hypocrisy and in none of his acts was he 
ever swayed by personal ambition or selfish- 
of himself. ‘ 

For a quarter of a century, in and out 
of office, he stood conspicuously before the 
world as a great figure of exalted citizenship. 
To honor him is to be lifted up in spirit. To 
remember him is to be grateful for our coun- 
try’s happy fortune.”’ 

President Is Introduced. 

President Taft was introduced by Mayor 
McClellan, who called upon the audience to 
rise and be presented to the president of the 
United States.

“The real danger arises from the disposi- 
tion of the legislative branch to assume that 
it has the omnipotence of parliament and 
may completely control the discretion con- 
ferred upon the executive by the constitution. 
The country is under obligation to Mr. Cleve- 
land for having pointed out in his controversy 
with the Republican senate some of the limi- 
tations that there are in the constitution upon 
attempted legislative action to restrict execu- 
tive discretion. 

In the end Mr. Cleveland won in-his con- 
troversy with the senate. Whether he might 
have done so had both the house and the sen- 
ate been against him is a matter of doubt. 
The history of Andrew Johnson's contro- 
versy with congress shows how far a par- 
tisan legislature may be induced to go in an 
unconstitutional attenſt to out down execu- 
tive power. 

The limit of legislative restriction upon 
executive action is a difficult line to define. 
Any one who attempts to do more than to 
pass on single instances as they arise may 
find himself in great difficulty, but as such 
instances are considered and decided, the 
limits are gradually being defined. We owe 
to Mr. Cleveland and his courage in deal- 
ing with the senate of the United States the 
establishment of some useful precedents."’ 

Gov. Hughes Calls Him Hero. 

Gov. Hughes paid a tribute to the memory 
of Mr. Cleveland, saying that the late presi- 
dent was a great hero of a civil administra- 
tion, and was pre@minently identified in the 
country’s history as a great figure of peace. 

Former President Roosevelt sent a letter 
to Francis Lynde Stetson, chairman of the 
Cleveland memorial committee, in which the 
former president told of his personal rela- 
tions with Mr. Cleveland, and praised the 
late chief magistrate as a man of earnest 
purpose and high courage in the face of op- 
position and attack. 

Chief Justice Fuller, who administered the 
oath of office to Mr. Cleveland on his inau- 
guration, and to all his successors, spoke of 
Mr. Cleveland’s greatnegs, and told of his 
power in the nation. The audience fre- 
quently cheered the chief justice as he de- 
livered his speech,

He was passing near the scene 
when he was met by Richards, alias Dick 
Pines, James Dorsey, and Calvin Johnson, 
all negroes. They had Schultz by the throat. 
He was groaning. ‘‘ Don't do me that way. 

Smith says he asked the men what they 
were doing and Pines snapped a revolver 
iy his face, telling hin™to mix In. He was 
compelled to do so and observed that Schultz 
had been choked almost to insensibility. 
With the rain falling fast, the four negroes 
carried Schultz to the barren field. and held 
him while Dorsey wielded a weapon. 

Johnson, he said, wanted the body placed 
on the railroad track in order that a train 
might mangle it and the sign of the crime 
be obliterated, but this plan was aban- 
doned. The victim then was robbed, after 
which the four men separated.

PREDICT A FAMINE OF MILK 


Shippers Refuse to Sell Product 
Unless Price Is Raised. 


DEALERS ARE NOT ALARMED. 


Say They Have Enough Independent 
Contracts to Insure Supply. 


The threatened trouble between the Milk 
Producers’ association and the Illinois Milk 
Dealers’ association came to a focus yes- 
tercay when shippers at various points met 
and refused to sell their product at the prices 
offered. 

Frank T. Fowler, who organized the ship- 
pers, and J. P. Grier, secretary of the asso- 
ciation, predict a milk famine in Chicago, 
but officials of the Borden and Bowman 
companies, including C. E. Peck, vice presi- 
dent of the latter concern, say such talk is 
nonsense. They declare enough shippers 
have signed independent contracts to insure 
Chicago’s supply. 

The first blow to the dealers came from 
Kenosha county, Wis., when fifty shippers 
congregated at the Bowman plant at Bris- 
tol and refused to deliver their daily supply 
unless the buyer signed up at the advance 
asked for the next six months. Some of the 
shippers declared they would empty their 
cans into the ditches, or feed the milk to 
swine, rather than continue to sell at what 


they term a loss. 

Next there was a meeting of shippers at 
Elgin, where J. P. Mason, president of the 
shippers’ union, resides. They, too, declared 
they would refuse to transact business unless 
their demands for an advance were met. 

Another local of the shippers met at Batavia 
and refused to sign a contract offered by 
G. E. Chapell, but the matter will again be 
taken up tomorrow morning. The shippers 
are demanding the following prices: . For 
April, $1.50 a hundred pounds; May, $1.20; 
June, $1.05; July, $1.20; August, $1.45; and 
September, $1.50. The dealers offer for those 
months, $1.40, $1.10, 95 cents, $1.05, $1.25, 


and $1.35.

MANN ACQUITTED 


Hysteria Overeomes Specta- 
tors, Attornex, and Youth, 
Who Embraces Jurors. 


HE PROMISES TO REFORM. 


Erbstein and Wayman Expected 
to Make Charges Against 


Certain Witnesses. 
* 

With but one ballot taken by the jury, and 
amidst exciting scenes, Luman C. Mann 
was acquitted yesterday afternoon on the 
charge of strangling Mrs. Frances Gilmore 
Thompson in a rooming house at 1242 Michi- 
gan avenue last summer. 

Hardly had the verdict been announced 
when rumors of charges and cross charges 
against both prosecuting and defending wit- 
nesses began to circulate. A definite state- 
ment could not be obtained, but it is under- 
stood that State’s Attorney Wayman will 
summon one or two witnesses and have heart 
to heart talks with them. It is not improb- 
able that the police will be instructed to con- 
tinue seeking the murderer. 

The deféndant showed none of that ex- 
aggerated from which Assistant State's 
Attorney Day said he suffered. He broke 
down and wept like a child, first embracing 
and kissing his mother, then his aunt, Mrs. 
Louise Mann, who sat close by, and then the 
jurors, until the bailiff pulled him away. 
Mann seemed entirely lost in his emotions, 
and the jurors appeared to be just as badly 
affected. Few of them left the room with 
dry eyes, and some sobbed. 

Judge McSurely had expected a scene of 
the sort, for just previous to the verdict’s 
announcement he demanded lute silence, 
regardless of the character of the verdict. 


Court’s Warning Ignored. 

Despite the warning of the court, men 
and women all over the room uftered cries of 
joy, and as the bailiffs rapped for order a 
dozen women could be seen grasping their 
throats or hurriedly clasping hands over 
their mouths. In the midst of the din Mann 
shouted “ Thank God,” and his aunt patted 
his cheek. 

“Yes, thank God we are through with that 
dirty cur,” she sald, evidently meaning one 
of the men interested in the prosecution. 

Charles E. Erbstein, Mann's attorney, was 
similarly affected, and when his wife, who 
attended to learn the result of his long legal 
battle. rushed up and kissed him many sen- 
timental men and women followed her ex- 
ample. Erbstein appeared to be half crying 
while he thanked the jurors. 

The judge finished his instructions to the 
jury at 11:45 o'clock and the talesmen imme- 
diately retired. At 1 o’clock sharp they 
signified their readiness to report. At 2:15 
o'clock it was decided to take the verdict. 

„Gentlemen, have you agreed upon à ver- 
dict? asked Judge McSurely. 

John Macginnis, the foreman, was the only 
one expected to answer, but a half dozen 
others eagerly made it a chorus of We 
have.” 

Din Interrupts Verdict. 

The paper was given to the bailiff, and 
Clerk Hugh Richardson read: 

“We, the jury, find Luman C. Mann not 
guilty of——’” 

The rest of the verdict was lost in the dem- 
onstration. Judge McSurely began to thank 
the jurors, but the situation got beyond the 
control of court officers. The judge seemed 
vexed as he directed that court adjourn and 
left the bench. 

Mann's mother apparently was the coolest 
woman in the courtroom. Sentimental wom- 
en in the rear were responsible for the hub- 
bub. Mann, who had been behaving well 
until then, lost control of himself. First he 
hugged his mother, then his aunt, and then 
both together. 

„I have just one place to go now, mother, 
and that is straight home with you,” he 
said, and I promise never to cause you an- 
other sleepless night. 

She consoled him in motherly fashion, and 
as Foreman Macginnis came forward, his 
right hand in a sling and weeping audibly, 
the youth ran to greet him and folded both 
arms around him. 


Hopes to Be Useful Citizen. 

The next juror was crying also, and the de- 
fendant became deeply affected. 

„God knows I have been wayward,” he 
said, but I thank Him for being able to 
show my innocence. Keep track of me and 
you'll find I shall become a useful citizen.’ 

“We had no doubt about your inhocence, 
but cut out your bad habits and stick to 
those good old parents of yours,” was the 
consoling advice Christ Madison, another 
juror, gave Mann. 

The youth kissed him vigorously, and fol- 
lowed with embraces, handshakes and the 
words Thank you, thank you,” to other 
jurors until the bailiffs interfered. 

In the lobby young, middle aged, and old 
women grabbed at Mann from all sides. ; 

“Yes, we are all your sweethearte, re- 
peated a half dozen women as Mann was 
trying to get away to greet his sisters. 

Outside the courtroom the defendant’s 
eyes fell upon Mrs. Emily Pinzke, 21 Fletcher 
street, at whose house he formerly roomed. 
He lifted the old German woman clear off 
her feet and pressed kiss upon kiss on her 
face. And she hugged him as if he were her 
own son. 

Mann, his mother, and sisters had to fight 
their way into an elevator and down through 
the front door. From there they were 
whisked away in a big red automobile to 
their home at 138 Clinton street, Oak Park. 
Upon arriving Mann hurried to the bedside 
of his father, Orville C. Mann, who was over- 
come Wednesday and required the services 


of a physician. 
Repeats Pledge to Father. 

The young man repeated to him his prom 
dises of complete reformation. But the find- 
ing of the jury was not then news to the 
elder Mann, a friend having sent the glad 
word by telephone. 

The defendant had promised to issue a 
statement at (o' clock. but changed his mind 
on the advice of friends and relatives. He 
showed il) feeling toward none except the 
police. 

Mr. Day refused to be quoted, but his gen- 
eral demeanor indicated that he was satis- 
fied. Mr. Waymap showed the same spirit. 
Judge McSurely’s instructions im favor of 
the defense and his praise to the jury indi- 
cated his gentiments. 

Attorney Erbstein has forgotten all his bit- 
terness against Mr. Day, and gives him 
credit for putting up a strong case. He says 
he is considering criminal action against a 
woman who, he says, had “ framed to shake 
down the elder Mann.” It is understood that 
Attorney Erbstein will coUperate with Mr. 
Wayman in bringing out the guilt or inno- 
cence of a man not yet arrested. 

Mr. Wayman was asked about witnesses 
who, it was reported, were to be prosecuted. 

„Now. don’t quote me on that further than 
to say, ‘I don't know,“ he replied. 

He gave a similar answer regarding prob- 
able action on the supposed interference with 
Maud Shanks, former wife of the defendant, 
who told the state that a detective working 
with Mr. Erbdstein paid her $100 to go to New 


York.

| WIFE'S DEATH KILLS HUSBAND 
IN MIDST OF DIN. 


Neil Caulfield Expires Twenty- 
four Hours After Spouse. 


THRICE HANGED DURING WAR 


Tortured by Soldiers When Accused of 
Rebel Sympathies. 


Neil Caulfield of Chicago, who, during the 
civil war was thrice hanged to a tree by 
union soldiers who suspected him of being a 
rebel sympathizer, died yesterday from a 
nervous shock caused by the death of his 
wife twenty-four hours previously. 

The bodies of both will be taken this morn- 
ing from the family residence, 7811 Chaun- 
cey street, to the St. Laurence Roman Cath-. 
olic church, where the Rev. Father Sylvester 
Maloney will celebrate high mass, after 
which they will be interred at Mount Olivet. 
Mr. and Mrs. Caulfield were among the oldest 
members of the congregation. 


Death Stalks in Family. 

It is the fifth time that the hand of death 
has been felt in that family during the last 
few months. First the husband of a daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Margaret Engelking of Portland, 
Ore., was killed. Then the infant child of 
Mrs. Engelking died, to be followed almost 
immediately by the death of Mrs. Sarah 
Nestlehut. a daughter of the aged couple, in 


their residence. | 
One week ago Mrs. Caulfield, 76 3 
suffered a paralytic stroke and was stricken 
unconscious, and she died at 8 o'clock 
Wednesday morning. Her husband, 84 years 
old, was overcome with grief, and required 
the care of a physician, and when he died 
twenty-four hours later—to the minute—bis 
relatives ascribed it to a broken heart. 

Mr. Caulfidid left Ireland, his native land, 
in 1849, and came to America. Thirty-eight 
years ago he married. His wife was a native 
of Oldtown, Me. 


Accused of Rebel Sympathies. 

He was employed as a watchman at Shoals, 
Ind., during the civil war, and some little 
feeling was created against him because he 
was one of the few Democrats in the town. 
During the latter part of 1864 the Knights of 
the Golden Circle, an organisation whose 
sympathies were with the south, held a big 
secret meeting near Shoals. An enemy of 
Mr. Caulfield accused him of being affill- 
ated with the organization. 

Owing to the hatred there for the society it 
only required the mere charge of membership 
to start some union soldiers to action. They 
fastened a rope around Caulfield’s neck and 
hoisted him up. It was not the purpose to 
strangle him then, but frighten him into tell- 
ing names of the persons who conducted the 
meeting. Caulfield protested his innocence, 
and let down—only to be strung up 
again. The third time the rope was made 
tight, and he was choking when cooler heads 
got their excited comrades under control. 
Caulfield was kept a prisoner several days 
until the soldiers became convinced that the 
charge of his alleged disloyalty was ground- 


less.

| PREPARE TO FIGHT 


“NAMING OF DEWEY 


Won't Be Postmaster Without 
Battle Involving All Re- 
publican Factions. 


SEE NEW POWER FORMING 


Politicians Suspect Attempt to 
Build Up Another Federal 


Dynasty in Chicago. 


Chauncey Dewey will not become post- 
master of Chicago to succeed Daniel A. 
Campbell without a ripping, tearing fight in 
which every element and faction of Repub- 
nean politics in Cook county and Illinots will 
be forced to take sides one way or the other. 

This notwithstanding the statement of 

ter Campbell on his return from’ 
nefield last night to this effect: 

“If they want Dewey, he is a good man and 
ought to have =" 

That was the only passive statement made 
@uring the day or night by any conspicuous 
figure in the Cook county organization. 

Everybody except the postmaster was in- 
tensely belligerent and the Republican coun- 
ty committee in all likelihood will be called 
on today to take a stand. That stand will 
be favorable to Postmaster Campbell. 


Foundation for New Dynasty. 

In substance, as viewed by Cook county 
organization leaders, the Taft administra- 
tion, acting through the initiative of Post- 
master General Frank H. Hitchcock, late 
chairman of the Republican national com- 
mittee, is laying the foundation of a new 
federal dynasty in Chicago which will be 
created around a nucleus which went 
through the fire for Taft and Hitchcock at a 
time when every delegate instructed for Taft 
was worth his weight in gold to the cam- 
paign managers of the present executive. 

The aggregate result in the national con- 
yention broke the back of the movement 
of the anti-Taft allles.“ In short, the 
„original Taft men are now on the point 
of collecting on the original investment. 

There is no possible question that Col. 
Dewey is after the postmasterghip. There 
is as little doubt that Postmaster General 
Hitchcock is for Dewey. There is an in- 
finitesimal particle of question concerning 
how far President Taft will go in responding 
to the wishes of his postmaster general and 


Col. Dewey. 


Will Complete His Term. 

This is sure: Postmaster Campbell will 
not resign before the expiration of the term 
to which he was appointed and which ends 
in December, 1911. It camé from the highest 
possible source in he evening that he will 
have to be remoy before Dewey can take 
possession of the postmaster’s office. Behind 
the postmaster in this position will be aligned. 
a large majority of the Cook county organi- 
gation, according to statements which ema- 
nated from all angles of the party machinery 
yesterday. ; 

The selection of Charles D. Norton as first 
assistant secretary of the treasury is not 
involved in the impending imbroglio. Al- 
though Mr. Norton admitted nothing during 


the day, not even that he had presented his 


resignation to the Northwestern Mutual 
Life Insurance company, it is known that 
the choice of Mr. Norton as the right hand of 
the premier of the treasury was largely that 
of Secretary MacVeagh, and due to his de- 
sire to have as his immediate assistant a 
personal Chicago friend. That matter was 
thrashed out when the present postmaster 
general was in Chicago to offer unofficially . 
a cabinet place to Mr. MaéVeagh The ac- 
ceptance of a cabinet post by the latter and 
the slating of Mr. Norton went hand in hand 
and the Republican party organization had 
no objections td raise at that time, .

West Unwilling to Do Work While 
East Gets Glory. 


Discussion between the directors of the 
Chicago Automobile club and Frank B 
Hower, chairman of the contest board of the 
American Automobile association, relative 
to the road race for the Cobe trophy, has 
led to a difference of opinion as to whether or 
not it is advisable to run the race as a na- 
tional or a western contest, and it may be 
the latter course will be adopted. That will 
be settled at another meeting of the board 
today, when President Cobe will be back from 
New York. 

Chairman Hower explained to the directors 
that, under the deed of gift of the Cobe tro- 
phy, the event was to be national in character, 
which meant it would be rgn by the American 
Automobile association. which would frame the 
rules, name the officials, and participate in any 

fits. 

In other words, the local motorists would haye 
to attemd to all the preliminary work, such as 
securing the course and putting it into condition for 
the race, get military or police protection, finance 
the whole scheme, and, when everything was in 
readiness for the race, the officials of the American 
Automobile association would come here from 
New York and take command. In no way was the 
A. A. A, to be financially responsible nor did it 
have any of the real work to do. 

This did not make much of an impression on the 
directors, who believed the west had plenty of 
men competent to promote such a race and man- 
age it to the finish; that if the club did ali the 
work it was entitled to choose its own officials and 
to get all credit for what it did. Then it was 
explained that such a thing was possible if the 
contest was of a local nature, which necessarily 
would mean western, so the feeling was that it 
would be better to give up the national idea and 
make it a local race. 

President Cobe, donor of the trophy, was not at 
the meeting, so the directors decided to await his 
return and have another meeting, at which time 
it would be decided whether the race shall be 
national or western in character. 

Chairman Hower assu the club members that 
if it was decided not to hold a national race, but a 
western, he would give Chicago all the assistance 
possible and endeavor to have rules pushed 
through inside of a week.

Two 
subways practically paralleling each with two 
tracks, and joining in a four track subway in 
State street is recommended, Jackson boule- 
yard and Adams street being the southern 
branches in the business district, and the 
northern halves running under Washing- 
ton and Randolph streets. 


For Both L and Surface Cars. 

The subways would be intended to accom- 
modate both elevated and surface lines, two 
tracks being used for each. In the Wabash 
avenue subway the plans contemplate sta- 
tions for each style of road every two blocks. 
making stations every block. All surface 
Une stations would be on one side of the 
street and elevated stations on the other. 

Stations would be situated in the middle 
of blocks and would be about one block long. 
Each would have eight entrances with stair- 
ways leading to the first level. From there 
six broad stairways would lead to the train 
platforms. 

Contrary to general expectation, the report 
will not advocate.the establishment of the 
high pressure water first in the downtown 
district, where the large proportion of brick.

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QUIZ INVOLVES CAPT. EVANS 


Policemen Report to Shippy on 
Release of Joseph Joyce. 


CHIEF ORDERS HIS REARREST 


Head of Identification Bureau Said to 
Have Handled Case Himself. 


Capt. M. P. Evans, superintendent of the 
bureau of identification, became involved 
personally in the investigation of the re- 
lease of Joseph Joyce from arrest yesterday 
when the report of the policemen in the 
case was made to Chief Shippy. 

A report of his department's declaration 
that the prisoner had no criminal record, al- 
though all his measurements were on file 
in the bureau under the name of Joyce, made 
no mention of the superintendent's own ac- 
tivity in the case, which, the policemen sai 
he handled personally. . 


Although his investigation was not com- 


plete, Chief Shippy ordered the rearrest of 
Joyce on the charge of robbing the residence 
of Mrs. Maud Fauikinburg, 144 Winthrop 
avenue, and reafiirmed his intention of dis- 
ciplining the men responsible for the sus- 
pect’s release, 


Statements of Patrolmen. 

The statements of Patrolmen Nehls, Brock- 
er, and Houlihan, relative to Capt. Evans 
were as follows: cert 

“A stout man about 80 years old, gray 
nfustache and wearing glasses, came to the 
desk and asked Joyce his name and whether 
he was ever there before or not. He an- 
swered no. , a 

He then wrote down his name and ad- 
dress and told him to sit down. Joyce told 
him that he had a brother by the name of 
Thomas Joyce who was controller at the 
Auditorium hotel and that he was married 
to Chief Shippy's sister. He, the stout man, 
then went into Capt. Evans’ office and told 
him. Capt. Evans then called Joyce into 
the office. 

“Capt. Evans asked him his name. He 
replied, Joseph Joyce,’ and said he lived 
at 184 Palmer square, with his mother. He 
repeated that he had a brother who was con- 
troller at the Auditorium hotel and that he 


s married to Chief Shippy’s sister. He 
was asked who he knew thera Do you 
know Repetto, the house detective?’ He 


swered yes. Capt. Evans then telephoned 
the hotel and asked tor i homas Joyce. Joyce 
was not there at the time, but called up the 
captain about ten minutes later. We do not 
know the cenversation they had. 

“Joyce and Olson were ordered to take 
off their shoes and stockings to be measured. 
Olson went first and Joyce afterward. About 
fifteen minutes later a stout man who was 
sitting at a desk just outside of Capt. Evans' 
office called out. ‘Nothing doing for the 
Forty-second precinct,’ and we then took our 
prisoner back to our station and reported 
the same to our lieutenant.” 


Capt. Evans’ Explanation. 

Capt. Evans’ only reference to these events 
follows: 

In the absence of Thomas MacFarland. 
the regular Bertillon operator, who is away 
on a leave of absence, the measurements 
were taken by Policemen Darrac and Mc- 
Cann, and a report made that no record was 
found. There was a slight variation in the 
head, length, and foot measurements of 
Joyce which called for a research in another 
section, and the operator, being a new man, 
failed to find his Bertillon card.“ 

Capt. Evans was asked to explain the al- 
leged incompleteness of his report, but said 
that he had nothing to add to his statements 
to Chief Shippy.

Chicago Hearings in Suit to 
Dissolve Combination 
Will End Today. 


MANY WITNESSES REMAIN 


Engineering and Maintenance of 
Way Association Concludes 
Its Convention. 


The examination of witnesses from Chi- 
cago and vicinity in the government's suit 
to dissolve the Harriman combination will 
be terminated this morning. St. Louis is to 
be the e of the next hearing on Monday 
or Tuesday before Special Examiner Will- 
lams, who already has listened to masses 
of évidence in New York, Cleveland, Cin- 
cinnati, and Pittsburg. . 

A score or more of witnesses from this 
section remain on the list subpoenaed by 
the government. Many of these have been 
excused and the hearing today will be con- 
fined principally to the introduction of docu- 
mentary evidence. 

At yesterday's session Attorney Severance 
confined himself closely to his previous line 
of questioning, seeking to show by the evi- 
dence of railroad agents and traffic mana- 
gers of industrial concerns, all of whom re- 
eeived their training In railroad offices, that 
the Union Pacific and Southern Pacific 
railroads, before the consolidation in 1901, 
were distinctly parallel and competing lines, 
within the provisions of the prohibition of 
the Sherman law. 


Held to Be Only Connections. 

In the cross examination R. 8. Lovett, 
general counsel] for the Union Pacific, tried 
to bring out facts in support of the defend-

Railroads’ Hands Are Ti 

“Under existing conditions,“ tinued 
Mr. Winchell, that responsibility has cer- 
tainly been taken away from the owners. 
They are not in full control either of the 
rates or expenditures, Does the responsibil- 
ity lie with a state commission? If so, with 
which one, in the case of a road which 
opefates in many states? 

‘If this theory is to prevail that rates 
shall be so adjusted as to yield a fair and 
attractive return to the owners, then rev- 
enues cannot be reduced piecemeal here 
and there without regard to what is being 
done by others who are active in the same 
cduse. 

“This is a question in which the other 
business men of the country are vastly more 
interested than the present owners of the 
railroads, and a question the right solution 
of which lies largely in your hands.

BEWARE OF THE SENATE. 


Some senators are sharpening their 
knives with an eye to hacking out the 
most commendable provisions of the tariff 
bill.

Those 
recommendations will be approved by the 
house, but danger is in store for them {n 
the senate. : 

Senator Hale has hastened to proclaim 
war. He says that the bill absolutely 
murders the wood pulp and paper indus- 
try of Maine. This is the most important 
industry in our state, and we shall resist 
the change with the utmost possible 
vigor.” The change would not destroy or 
damage the industry in question. It 
would simply trim down the overgrown 
profits of a trust. But any change, no 
matter how slight, would be fought by 
the Maine senators. 

Before long one or both senators from 
Pennsylvania will announce that the in- 
fant steel industries of the state cannot 
stand lewer duties and that there will be 
patriotic and vigorous opposition to u 
cut. Some Pacific coast senator will an- 
nounce that an “infant industry” of his 
section would be ruined by a lower duty 
on lumber. Some senagor from a cattle 
raising state will preclaim his undying 
hostility to free hides.

If the revision 
of the tariff opens the doors for the admis- 
sion of the world’s ert treasures this 
ecuntry may become the home of price- 
less possessions from the great collections 
of all ages. In such an advance Chicago 


is certain to have its share through the 


enrichment of the Art institute. 

The dream of the future Grant park in- 
cludes Art institute, Field museum, and 
Crerar library. Each ‘s to have its pe- 
eullar place among the cultural factors in 
Chicago. Even in anticipation of /the 
larger usefulness that is to come the an- 
nouncements from these institutions have 
lively interest to the public. A forward 
movement is hailed with satisfaction. 
Hints of discontent or disorganization 
bring regret. The Field museum hag de- 
veloped a pronounced feeling of local pride 
because of the accomplishments of its 
busy scientists since the formative days 
of the world's fair. They have 
brought honor to themselves and to the 
city. It is not pleasing to read of resig- 
retions among its workers, particularly 
when they are attended by declarations 
that there is little opportunity for devel- 
opment in the institution. : 

The material things of life take care 
of themselves in Chicago. The thousands 
are busy with moneymaking. But it is 
worth while to recall, now and then, the 
forces that are working quietly but cer- 
tainly in the direction of making the 
„great central market” a place where 
higher culture also makes its home. 


FAVORING THE FORESTER. 

The Chicago Woman’s club has set an- 
other good example in the interest of the 
city. At a recent meeting it voted to 
furnish enough trees to plant both sides 
of a street for a distance of two blocks, 
the probable location being one near a 
social settlement and a public school. The 
trees. are to be selected and planted by 
the city forester and are to be marked 
by enameled iron plates bearing the name 
of the club. 

It was a committee of this organization 
that took the initiative in inviting dele- 
gates to a conference. The meeting led to 
the Fullerton hall gathering, at which the 
tree planting idea was emphasized by an 
eastern expert in so convincing a way 
that a tree committee of prominent citi- 
zens was appointed. The agitation for 
a city forester followed as a matter of 
course. 

Now the club gives evidence of practi- 
cal interest in the project by an appropri- 
ation for a defipite and specific bit of tree 
planting. This action should be followed 
by similar proceeding on the part of many 
other clubs in the city. There are organ- 
izations of many kinds in Chicago which 
might well contribute their part toward 
a great tree planting revival for this 
spring of 1900. 

The advantages of such interest are ap- 
parent. It will mean more than the 
beautifying of certain treeless streets. It 
will help materially. in arousing that en- 
lightened public sentiment in favor of city 
adornment which is absolutely essential 
to the success of the work of the for- 
ester. He can do little without codper- 
ation. With that manifested in @ hearty 
way there is no reason why bundreds of 
trees may not be planted this spring as a 
start toward the desired condition when 
Chicago again will be the “ garden city.”

Old Lord Howth has not long outlived the 
wonderful old yew tree ‘in the courtyard of 
Howth castle, with which the fortunes of his. 
historic house are identifi For the old 
earl died last week, and Fis honors became 
extinct, while the castle, situated about nine 
miles from Dublin, will, I understand, go to 
his grandnephew. Algernon St. Lawrence 
Lee Guinness, heir to the baronetcy of his 
childless uncle, Lord Ardilaun, and son of 
the late Benjamin Lee Guinness of the 
Royal Horse guards. 

The late Lord Howth, thirtieth holder of 
the Howth barony, was at one time well 
known to many Americans, having been for 
a number of years master of the hounds at 
Pau, France, a favorite resort of wealthy 
United States citizens, to whom the numerous 
romances, the dramas, and the tragedies of 
his family are a source of never failing inter- 
est. 

Its founder was Sir Amory Tristram, who 
received a grant from King Henry II., giving 
him a title to all such lands as he could wrest 
tm the native Irish by the sword. An ac- 
count of his landing, and of his subsequent 
exploits is found in the Book of Howth,” 
which is preserved among the manuscripts 
in the library of Lambeth palace, the London 
residence of the archbishop of Canterbury. 
It relates how Sir Amory married the sister 
of his companion in arms, the Sieur de 
Courcy. upon St. Lawrence's day, and how he 
was afterward known as Sir Amoricus Tris- 
tram de Sancto Laurentio. 

It is from this circumstance that Tristram 
St. Lawrence became the patronymic of the 
lords of Howth, who are lineally descended 
from that doughty knight—a personage who 
has wandered out of the Arthurianlegends, 
in which he figures, into the more or less 
sober pages of Burke's “ Peerage.“ Among 
the treasures preserved in the castle is a 
sword which belonged to him, and which was 
discovered in the tomb of one of the Lombard 
kings in northern Italy. It bears the inscrip- 
tion: 

Cel est l'espec de Meser Tristant dont 1 
ocyst l’Amoryt de Irlant.” 

— 

The castle dates from the twelfth century, 
being partly rebuilt by Christopher, the twen- 
tieth baron. known as the blind lord, the late 
earl having been the thirtieth holder of the 
barony. It is a grand old place, a typical 
baronial structure, with battlemented walls, 
majestic halls, with oak wainscoting, black 
with age, and filled with treasures of art and 
history, among the modern curiosities being 
the weighing machine used by the real Sir 
Roger Tichborne when a guest at the castle, 
while serving os a subaltern with his regi- 
ment, the Carabineers, at Dublin, nearby. 
This fact was put in evicence at the trial 
of the claimant when the visitors’ book, con- 
taining Sir Roger’s autograph, was also sub- 
mitted to the jury. 

Every day for centuries past, no matter 
whether the owner of the castle has been in 
residence or not, the big gates of the castle, 
opening through the great gateway tower, 
have been solemnly shut and then immediate-

31 No. 3 
of Beethoven, the first of the Mendelssohn 
Songs Without Words,” and the Schubert 
Impromptu op. 90 No. 2. In these three se- 
lections Miss Lapham showed herself the 
possessor of a technic of attractive qualities. 
Her fingers are not only fleet and generally 
sure, but the tone she wins from the instru- 
ment is soft and singing—a tone which im- 
parts beauty to all she does This is the 
priceless element in piano playing, and its 
presence makes good many shortcomings. 
Miss Lapham plays with taste, musically, 
and with an ease and fluency which sug- 
gest that the player is enjoying the work 
she is doing—a suggestion which creates 
enjoyment for the listener as well.

On Wednesday evening a song recital took 
place in the Whitney opera house. It 1s 
virtually the first time that this theater has 
been used for recital purposes since it was 
remodeled, but it should not be the last.

The 
seats are thoroughly comfortable and the 
appearance and size of the house are such 
that the audience feels at once in touch with 
the performer and is in a room which ie cozy, 
bright, and free from stuffiness. Chicago is 
so poorly supplied with concert rooms of even 
d oximately acceptable accommodations 
that the Whitney should not be overlook by 
the recital giving public. It is admirably 
suited for concerts of intimate and fine char- 
acter. 

The recitalist on Wednesday evening was 
Volney Millis, tenor. Mr. Mills was found to 
be a young man who has.a light lyric tenor 
voice which is sweet and purein quality, free 
in emission, and of fair range. Its volume is 
mall, but the tone placement is such that 
the voice carries well. Vocally, the singer 
is pleasingly uvipped, but in the matter 
of interpretati he still has a great deal 
to learn. He at present sings only notes, the 
text and the musical import of the notes 
are made nothing of. Could he be roused 
and given imagination and some emotional 
or dramatic power his work might be 2 
of value. At present it is merely a pleas- 
ant voice, with little else to lend it effective- 
ness. Adams Buell, piantst, supplied two 
groups of solos, and Nellis M. Orr played the 
accompaniments for Mr. Mills’ songs.

MEETS FAVOR OF BUSSE. 


‘Secretary Singleton at Work on 


Bill Soon to Be Presented 
to the Legislature. 


A bil to take from Sheriff Strassheim his 
power of spending the county’s money for 
food for jail prisoners will be introduced 
in the legislature next week, according to 
plans of Secretary Singleton of the Citizens’ 
association. 

Mr. Singleton spent the greater part of yes- 
terday in preparing a draft of the proposed 
bill. The bill will first be presented to Pres- 


ident William Busse of the county board for 


his indorsement. The measure, if it becomes 
@ law, will place the buying of all food and 
other necessities for the county jail in the 
hands of the county superintendent of public 
service. 

President Busse, when informed that such 
@ bill wes in process of drafting, declared 
that he was heartily in favor of legislative 
action in the matter and would do all in his 
power to obtain the approval of the general 
assembly. 


Busse Gives His Views. 

“The county superintendent of public 
service now buys supplies for all the institu- 
tions in the county, said Mr. Busse, ex- 
cept, of course, the county jail. There never 
bas been any question concerning economy 


in the other institutions and there should 


not be any in the conduct of the jail. It is 
bad for every one when graft charges are 


“As I understand the plans of the Citi- 
zens’ association, this bill practically will 
amount to an amendment of the present 
statute regarding the powers and duties of 
the sheriff. The county board should have 
complete control of the expenses incurred 
at the jail, and I think the sooner the legis- 
lature puts that power in our hands the 
better it will be for all persons concerned.”’
